Report Shows Board of 
Trade Had Active Year 


For the first time in its ten- 
year history the County of Vulcan 
No. 2 showed a sizeable surplus, 
the financial statement for the 
year 1960 reveals. The surplus re¬ 
sulted mainly from larger-than- 
anticipated provincial government 
grants. 

Total revenue during the year 
was $1,692,013, derived about 50% 
from taxes of $840,343. Govern¬ 
ment grants amounted to $697,901, 
requisitions from other collecting 
authorities totalled $91,072 and 
miscellaneous revenue was $62,697. 

Expenditures for school purposes 
totalled $910,483, for municipal 
vpublic works) purposes, $656,742 
and for general government (ad¬ 
ministration) $67,496. 

In his annual report, County 
Chairman J. E. Carlson comment¬ 
ed on the fact that despite severe 
hail storms throughout the County 
last year ratepayers continued to 
maintain their excellent tax pay¬ 
ment record, with 94.35% of the 
1960 levy being collected. 

William Munro was elected 
chairman of the meeting and D. 
D. McQueefi acted as secretary. 
About 100 ratepayers were in at¬ 
tendance.

damage by drought The areas 
have ben checked for Prairie Farm 
Assistance and the results of the 
survey are being received in the 
office periodically at the present 
time.

In spite of this set back, County 
ratepayers continue to maintain 
the excellent tax collection record. 
Uncollected taxes at Dec. 31, 1960, 
were $163,988.99. This amount fol¬ 
lows very closely the figure of 
1959.

of the actual 1960 levy. The 1960 
levy which remained unpaid was 
$102,914.61, or 12.25%.

An excellent dinner was served 
by the Lomond Home and School 
Association. After dinner, Mr. Huff, 
Mayor of Lomond, spoke briefly 
extending a welcome from the vil¬ 
lage and best wishes for the suc¬ 
cess of the Council. The Milo Home 
and School AssociaUon provided 
entertainment in the form of 
modem square dancing. 

At 1:00 o’clock the meeting re¬ 
convened with a Panel on the 
Cameron Commission Resolutions 
of 1960. The panel was composed 
of Dr. R. Hastings, C. B. Johnson, 
Mrs. C. B. Andrew, all of Leth¬ 
bridge and H. II. Mumby, principal 
of Vulcan High School. A. L. 
Schrag, superintendent of schools, 
acted as moderator. 

An interesting discussion of 
several resolutions proved very in¬ 
formative. The first resolution, re¬ 
garding the extension of the 
languages, French, Latin and Ger¬ 
man to three years in our high 
schools, proved very interesting. 
Following this, the discussion cen¬ 
tered on a resolution for providing 
a firmer foundation in arithmetic, 
spelling, reading and language 
skills through more intensive drill¬ 
ing in our schools. Another resolu¬ 
tion on the Standardization of 
Finals for Grades ten and eleven 
brought forth a discussion which 
involved adequate testing and in¬ 
terpretation of results; parent- 
teacher interviews; guidance coun¬ 
selors, and further education other 
than academic courses. 

This panel provided parents and 
teachers with much food for 
thought. Although it seemed that 
most of these problems are being 
solved in a competent manner in 
our schools today, there still re¬ 
mained two pertinent observations. 
First, the fact that all children are 
not matriculation students. Sec¬ 
ondly, the question, “If the child 
cannot qualify academically, or 
simply drops out of our present 
school system, what have we to 
offer them?” 

The guest speaker, Charles Linn 
of Lethbridge, stated that “apathy” 
— a lack of feeling or an indiffer¬ 
ence — is the greatest illness of 
today. Home and School members 
must bear in mind and work to¬ 
gether for the development of stu¬ 
dent potential. In view of this the 
theme for their next convention is 
“Potential Unlimited.” There are 
many kinds of potential and vary¬ 
ing degrees of abilities which are 
not to be confused with “human 
worth.” Every student must have 
a “Goal." Vocational courses are 
not inferior to academic courses. 
All people are equal in the educa¬ 
tional field. However, we must face 
the trend to automation, to skilled 
Jobs requiring a good basic educa¬ 
tion. As Mr. Linn stated, “The busi¬ 
ness of the Home and School As¬ 
sociations is to provide the oppor¬ 
tunity for every child and every 
adult to reach their highest poten¬ 
tial." Not finances, but happiness, 
character, decency and worthwhile 
action is the ultimate goal of edu¬ 
cation. In closing Mr. Linn re¬ 


marked, “Your life is rich and 
satisfying only if the world is a 
better, richer place because you 
have been there.” 

The inspirational speech was 
followed by Home and School re¬ 
ports. Mrs. Rose Howg of Travers, 
Mrs. Sophia Jorstad of Brant, Les. 
Brown of Arrowwood, Mrs. Muriel 
Sokvitne of Lomond, Lawrence 
Smith of Milo, Mrs. Sanderson of 
Champion and Mr. Miller of Car¬ 
mangay represented their County 
centers. 

Refreshments were served by the 
members of the Lomond Home and 
School Association. 

As County representative, J. M. 
McKay, school committee chair¬ 
man, spoke to the gathering. He 
commented on the fact that the 
County of Vulcan was celebrating 
its tenth year of operation, after 
being formed from various parts 
of adjacent school divisions. The 
task confronted by the County 
Council and the people of this 
area has been to "blend these into 
a single unit —to think as one and 
the same people — not as separate 
areas.” This, he felt, was exactly 
what was happening at this Coun¬ 
cil meeting of the Home and 
School Associations of the County. 
Mr. McKay also welcomed Travers 
into the County.

Letters to the Ed itor 

To the Editor of The Advocate, 
Dear Sir, 

We would appreciate an oppor¬ 
tunity to reply to the letter of the 
Mayor in last week’s Advocate. 

The executive of the Board of 
Trade met some time ago and dis¬ 
cussed the Early Closing By-Law 
with a view to obtaining some uni¬ 
fication of the closing hours in the 
Town of Vulcan. 

Previous to this time various 
groups of merchants — barbers, 
beauty parlor operators, dentists, 
lumber yards, machine dealers, 
bulk fuel dealers and garages had 
made representations to the Town 
Council and had been exempted 
from the Wednesday afternoon 
closing to either Monday or Satur¬ 
day. The net result is that we now 
have only three days in the week 
when all businesses in Vulcan are 
open. 

Since Vulcan is an agricultural 
town it is of necessity a Saturday 
town and must remain open Satur¬ 
day in order that out of town 
people may shop with their 
families. The concensus of opinion 
of the various people approached 
was that Monday would be the best 
day to close thus giving a four- 
day unbroken shopping week. 

A committee was appointed to 
approach the downtown retail mer¬ 
chants who would be affected by 
the change. Of these merchants 
two were not In favor and the rest 
indicated that they were either in 
favor or were quite willing to go 
along with the change. 

Many customers were polled and 
the result indicated that the 
majority of people felt that this 
was a move In the right direction. 

Claresholm and High River had 
both previously tried Monday clos¬ 
ing with a “Gentleman’s Agree¬ 
ment,” without success. On con¬ 
tacting these towns we were told 
that a by-law was an absolute 
necessity if Monday closing was to 
be effective. 

Our delegation to the Town 
Council requested that the present 
by-law be changed so that the 
closing day of businesses now clos¬ 
ing on Wednesday be allowed to 
close on Monday. This would give 
a four-day shopping week. It was 
our hope that the businesses pre¬ 
sently closing on Saturday would 
soon see fit to fall in line with 
the Monday by-law and give a 
five-day shopping week. 

Recently a family from out of 
town came in Saturday morning 
hoping to get some work done on 
their car and do some shopping. On 
finding no garages open for 
mechanical work they Immediately 
headed for Lethbridge. If we are 
to compete with the cities for the 
fringe business of the County every 
effort must be made to serve these 
people when they come to town 
and to let them know what days 
all businesses are open. The banks, 
railroad station, post office and 
governmental offices are not ef¬ 
fected by town by-laws and set 
their own closing hours province- 
wide. 

While our approach to the 
Council requesting three readings 
and final passage of the by-law on 
the same night may have seemed 
hasty it was not without thought 
Since the previous by-law had to 
be rescinded it would be necessary 
to pass another one the same even¬ 
ing or the town would be without 
any control over the hours of 
business for a period of time; 
hence our seemingly hasty request 
to Council. The by-law was passed 
unanimously on all readings and 
each reading was moved by a dif¬ 
ferent councillor. 

It is the sincere wish of the 
Board of Trade that this will sti¬ 
mulate and stabilize business in 
the Town of Vulcan. If such is not 
the case we will be the first to 
approach the Town Council re¬ 
questing a change.

year were $697,901.10 against 
$631,534.80 last year. Our Winter 
Works Program Grant amounted 
to $19,606.02. The County’s finan¬ 
cial position has improved con¬ 
siderably during the year 1960. At 
the begining of the year, our sur¬ 
plus account stood at $167,334.21, 
and at, the end of the year, that 
is, on December 31st, 1960, the 
amount was $269,452.94. This is 
made up of the 1960 operating 
surplus of $57,290.69, tax arrears 
acquired from the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Taber, $5,525.93, and funds 
collected from the sale of lands, 
$39,276.61, so you will see that our 
surplus increased slightly over 
$ 100 , 000 . 00 . 

Total revenue of the County for 
the year was $1,692,013.78, and the 
total expenditures were $1,634,- 
723.09, which leaves a surplus of 
$57,290.69. The surplus was brought 
about mainly by the fact that our 
Provincial Government grants for 
school, highways and municipal as¬ 
sistance were approximately $50,- 
000.00 more than estimated at the 
beginning of the year when our 
budget was prepared and the tax 
rate stuck. 

The School Committee Revenue 
and Expenditure Account reveals 
the fact that the 1960 operations 
showed a slight deficit of $3,780.99. 
School expenditures In 1960 were 
$58,000.00 more than in 1959. The 
County area was enlarged at the 
beginning of the year 1960 by the 
addition of the Travers area. The 
County operated the two rooms at 
Travers, and it is expected that a 
special grant of some $3,000.00 will 
be paid to the County to compen¬ 
sate for the difference In the cost. 

The Municipal Committee oper¬ 
ated Its department at a surplus 
last year of about $1,500.00 The 
Public Works allotment was un¬ 
derspent at about this figure — 
$1,541.84. The printed report also 
shows the amount ef work done by 
that department. 

The County made a grant to the 
Queenstown Seed Cleaning Ass’n., 
last year of the sum of $17,000.00, 
and the same amount was advanc¬ 
ed by the provincial government.

thank the Councillors for their 
work on the Council, and the con¬ 
sideration given to our business. 1 
also wish to extend the thanks and 
appreciation of the Council to all 
County employees for their loyal 
and faithful service. 

The Queenstown Plant Is now In 
operating, and serving the farmers 
of that area. 

Information was given to us 
through the Speech from the 
Throne at the opening of the 
Legislature on Thursday, that 
some new legislation will be intro¬ 
duced to Cope with the education 
costs in the province and to en¬ 
deavor to maintain the present tax 
level. We are looking forward to 
the new legislation when It is 
brought down and are hoping that 
we will be able to maintain our 
present school tax rate as well 
as providing for increased costs. 

Our other municipal activities 
seem to be maintaining a fairly 
uniform level, and with the present 
amount of provincial grants being 
maintained In the year 1961, we 
hope to be able maintain the tax 
rate at the same level as in 1960.

REPORT OF JACK DEITZ 

Municipal Committee Chairman 

As Chairman of the Municipal 
Committee, or Public Works De¬ 
partment, of the County, it is again 
my pleasant duty to report on the 
road construction which was done 
by the County last year. 

As there was very little rain to 
delay work, It gave our construc¬ 
tion crews the opportunity to 
build the greatest number of miles 
of road in one season since the. 
formation of the County ten years 
ago. 

We should also give credit to 
the building of the new repair shop 
with the added floor space, under 
the management of Chester Rea, 
Shop Foreman, and his staff. We 
have had very good service in the 
repairing and maintenance of our 
road equipment. 

Last season, the County con¬ 
struction crews, under the super¬ 
vision of Martin Dersch, Construc¬ 
tion Foreman, completed the build¬ 
ing of 22 Vs miles of scraper road, 
and 75% miles of elevator built 
roads.. They also installed In new 
roads and otherwise 7,258 feet of 
various sized culverts. They also 
completed the installation of seven 
large culverts supplied by the 
Bridge Branch of the Department 
of Highways, the filling in of four 
new bridge which were built last 
summer by the Department of 
Highways on the West Arrowwood 
Creek. Also, we completed the dirt 
work for two major bridges which 
are being built this winter, even 
at the present time, on the Little 
Bow River in rhe south-west part 
of our County. One is on the Park¬ 
land road at the location South of 
the S.E. 13-15-26 and the other on 
the road north, West of the S.W. 
26-14-25. The first bridge Is three 
50-foot spans of pre-cast concrete 
girders on concrete piers, and the 
other is a 5-span 164-foot long 
bridge which will have one steel 
span in the centre with two 
wooden spans at each end. 

In addition to this, four miles of 
scraper built road were built by 
the Department of Highways on 
the contingency grant policy of the 
provincial government. This was 
located just west of Lomond on 
the main road to Vulcan. 

In all, we have constructed 102 
miles of new road during last 
year’s season. Road construction is 
being done where it is most needed, 
and some years we do not get 
around to each division. It usually 
follows that these divisions get 
their share of work in the follow¬ 
ing year. In the last eight years, 
we hove graded 618 mites of road 
in the County. 

For the past three winters, we 
have been taking advantage of the 
Winter Works Program to do gra¬ 
vel crushing, stockpiling and gra¬ 
velling road. Snowplowing has 
been practically nil, and has al¬ 
lowed us to crush large stockpiles 
at various pits, and of course, we 
did gravel a large number of miles 
of road during these winter 
months. At the present time, we 
are well equipped with snowplows. 
Should we have a snow storm, we 
have nine plows with wings, and 
if necessary, we will operate two 
of these snowplows 24 hours a day. 
The equipment Ls in top shape. 
This last year, we all know, has 
been very dry and certainly has 
made things a little difficult in

maintaining roads. With the heavy 
maintaining we are doing and the 
dry conditions, rocks are showing 
up a lot more than previously. This 
is partly due to the heavy trucks 
and fast traffic that is on the gra¬ 
vel roads today. This year, the 
County has cut its gravel trucks 
down from eight to six, with one 
of the old trucks being kept in the 
yard to be used as a spare. With 
most all roads gravelled and just 
the re-gravelling to do, we think 
the six units will handle the situa¬ 
tion quite well. This winter, we al¬ 
ready have completed 35 miles of 
road, and we will complete the 
crushing by the middle of March 
of 75,000 yards of \ ’’ crush in 
stockpiles. 

We have also put up four new 
24’x48’ steel building, one each at 
Brant, Lomond, Champion and 
Carmangay, to house the motor 
graders. This work was also done 
on the winter works program. 

The report of Mr. O’Reilly and 
Mr. Dersch, Public Works Fore¬ 
man, appears in the printed finan¬ 
cial statement, and will serve to 
give more complete details as to 
number of miles improved, by divi¬ 
sions, and other detailed informa¬ 
tion. 

In closing, I wish to express my 
thanks and that of the Municipal 
Committee, to our efficient Public 
Works Department — Mr. Rea 
who is in charge of our repair shop 
and all machinery, with his staff 
of mechanics; Mr. Dersch who is 
Construction Foreman, and his 
staff; and Mr. O’Reilly who looks 
after the gravelling trucks and the 
general repair of roads. We believe 
that the County is getting excellent 
value for the money being spent, 
and I am sure you ratepayers will 
agree with this.

REPORT OF J. M. McKAY 

Chairman, School Committee 

When the County commenced 
operations in January, 1951, it in¬ 
cluded parts of five separate school 
divisions. The biggest job facing 
the County Council, said Mr. Mc¬ 
Kay was to get the ratepayers and 
other residents to look upon and 
accept the Connty as a single unit 
rather than as an aggregation of 
separate districts or communities. 
In the past ten years, great pro¬ 
gress has been made in this regard 
and great progress has also been 
made in the matter of providing 
better educational facilities. 

In 1951 schools in most County 
centres were old and inadequate. 
By 1960, good school plants had 
been built in almost every area of 
the County and the last, at Lom¬ 
ond, is now under construction 
with a completion date of Aug. 25, 
this year. The building program is 
now fairly complete, said the chair¬ 
man, but never be deemed to be 
completely "finished” if the school 
population continues to increase. 

On pupil instruction, Mr. McKay 
said that the teacher shortage in 
the immediate post-war years was 
in the lower elementary grades. 
The heavy post-war enrollment is 
now showing up in the high school 
grades and the shortage now is of 
high school teachers. The teacher 
supply is still not catching up to 
the need and it will likely be 
several years yet before this situa¬ 
tion- is stabilized. Qualification of 
staff has improved considerably. In 
staff turn-over, Vulcan County 
schools Eire about average at 20%. 
The lowest staff turn over is in 
the areas near cities, with an 8% 
turn-over being the lowest. Great¬ 
est staff turn-over is found In the 
Peace River Block, with the high¬ 
est there being. 38%. 

Centralization of high school 
education has been done to some 
extent this term, with Brant, Moss- 
lelgh, Arrowwood and Champion 
students now taking Grade 12 at 
Vulcan. This was done to give 
Grade 12 students a better oppor¬ 
tunity, as in the past few years job 
opportunities have not been as 
great for the three out of four 
farm children who leave home to 
gain employment. Industry now 
wants better-trained young people 
and university entrance require¬ 
ments are also stiffor. This cen¬ 
tralization of Grade 12 seems to 
be working well, said the school 
chairman. 

Transportation 

It has been the School Commit¬ 
tee’s objective to give van service

The Committee has continued 
the policy of not trEmsferring pri¬ 
vate van routes and if a private 
operator wishes to give up his 
route the County will take it over. 

The modernization of school 
teacherages program is still being 
carried out. 

, Use of Auditoriums 

A subject that hEis again eome 
up for discussion ls the public use 
of school auditoriums, said Mr. Mc- 
kay. The County’s policy has been 
that the auditoriums could be used 
free of charge by such organiza- 
tions as the Home and School, 
Agricultural Service Board and 
Civil Defence. A resolution was 
passed in 1957 that the auditoriums 
also be made available at a fsdr 
rental to ratepayers (when not re¬ 
quired by the schools) for non¬ 
profit activities beneficial to the 
ratepayers as a whole. 

The whole question of use of 
auditoriums has been re-exEunlned 
by the School Committee and the 
County Council as the result of a 
request that they be mEuie avail¬ 
able for use as community centres. 
It has been decided that, as there 
Eire no catering facilities, the halls 
would not be suitable for use eis 
community centres. In addition, 
community halls now existing in 
the smaller centres would suffer if 
unlimited use was made of the 
auditorium. If needed for non¬ 
profit functions too large for exist¬ 
ing community halls, auditoriums 
will be made available at a fair 
rental, but the County Council has 
confirmed the policy that the 
school auditoriums will not be 
made available for public dances. 

School Taxes 

Referring to the school tax rate, 
Mr. McKay said that at 30 mills 
the County of Vulcan school tax 
rate is the second lowest in the 
province. Lowest is the Macleod 
School Division (29 millp). At Olds, 
which is a comparable high assess- 
ment area, the rate is 44 mills. 
Highest rate in the province is 47 
mills. Government grants to tho 
County of Vulcan for education 
purposes last year were about 39% 
of expenditures for school purposes. 

A new plan for school financing 
will be presented to the provincial 
legislature for approval during the 
session which has just started and 
is awaited with considerable in¬ 
terest.
